Antiquities in the Univerfity of Copenhagen, that 
the Danith publications, as well as the Icelandith, 
which are wanting in our library, will be tranfmitred 
to me for the ufe of this Society ; and you may be 
aflured that I fhall, as formerly, though without in. 
junction, place them in your colleétion. 

I have the pleafure to acquaint you, that the fpi- 
rit of induftry and of enquiry into the hiltory and 
antiquities of antient nations, continues to make 
great progrefs, .borh at home and abroad. ; 

The venerable, leamed, aod virtuous Sir William 
Jones, with his aflociates, in the great country of’ 
Indottaa, continues to explore the hiftory and anti- 
quities of that immenfe continent, which feems to 
have been the cradle of the human fpecies ; and the 
fimilarities of language, manners, and ceremonies, 
as well as of their mo(t -antient. monuments, feem 
to evince the truth of the conjeure, that the 
oldeft inhabicants of Europe were of Afiatic o- 
rigin. 

By comparing the curious and authentic. deferip- 
tion given by the late Jearned. Donald M‘Qucen, 
miaifter of Kilmuir, inthe Ife of Sky, of the re- 
ligious ceremonies and cultoms of the ancient High- | 
landers of that ifland, with thofe defcribed by the 
Afiatic Society of Aotiquaries, much important re-
